This application is a 371 of PCT/US2004/034913 10/20/2004 which claims benefit of 
60/513,237 10/21/2003 and claims benefit of 60/542,100 02/04/2004. 

This office action is responsive to amended claims filed 08/25/2009 after several 
conversations with attorney of record Gregory P. Einhorn. Also see interview summary 
filed 09/11/2009. 

Claims 1, 18-20, 37, 41-57 are pending. 

Claims 1 , 1 8-20, 37, 41 -57 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The subject matter of the instant claims is drawn to enzymatic hydrolysis of 
lovastatin and subsequent lactonization and regiospecific acylations and deacylation 
reactions en route to simvastatin using specifically claimed esterases. The closest prior 
art is found in EP 0625208 (biotransformation of lovastatin to triol acid, compare instant 
claim 20) and US 5223415 & US 5420024 (lactonization and conversion of lactone to 
simvastatin, see claim 3 of '024). There is no teaching, suggestion, motivation in the 
prior art for the instantly claimed processes.
